Tin- 
secrclnry of state jives a breakfast to 
ihc diplomatic corps on lliat ilny, ami 
differonl members of Ihe cabinet hold 
reception for a short lime of n purely 
ollicial character. The uniforms of Un- 
diplomatic corps and of the army and 
navy are seen about the sirvcls for a 
few hours during the day, making a 
very linudsome appearance. After that 
New Year's day is very much like ihnt 
of any other holiday, although cerlaiu 
organizations and clubs ami some few 
people who are "not In it'1 hold re- 
ceptions as society did a decade since. 


An Obsolete Offlc«. 


Probably but very few persons are 


aware of llio fact that Ihere Is nn otllce 
of railroad affairs lu the sovernmcnl. 
and yet 20 years ago tbe commissioner 
ot railroads was one of tlie leading 
bureau chiefs In the inierior depart- 
ment. His office al the time Ihc great 
transcontinental railroads were being 
btiltt was one that was In great de- 
mand, a position ot mncli Influence and 
importance. Today, so far as his offi- 
cial duties are concerned. Ihe commis- 
sioner of'railroads Is a nonentity, and 
yet he Is entitled lo submit an annual 
report lo ihe secretary of the Interior 
nnd lo hold tho ofilcc and drnw a sal- 
ary which might have long since been 
abolished. 
Tn quote from Tbe Con- 


zreistonal Directory: "The commis- 
sioner of railroads is charged with Ihc 
duly of prescribing a system of reports 
to IK rendered to him by the railroad 
companies whose roads are In whole 
or In part west, north or south of the 
Missouri river «ml to which the Unit- 
ed States has granted any loan or 
credit or subsidy, la bonds or lands." 
etc. As a matter of fact, (he work of 
this offlce, summed up, merely shows 
the growth of the railroads which re- 
ceived subsidies from the government 
and elves to the. public In an official 
manner information, which might bt 
had for tbe asking by those who are 
Interested. In all likelihood there are 
but few people wlio ever avail them- 
selves of the Information compiled hy 
(his once thrifty bureau. The settle- 
Kent ot the Indebtedness ot the Pacific 
railroads to the government pn •llcal- 
ty nud« the office without any special 
function.
